1 . DURING HIS MEETING(S) IN LONDON WITH OUR ALLIES, WE 
THINK IT WOULD BE USEFUL IF THE SECRETARY WOULD UPDATE 
THEM ON CURRENT STATE OF OUR RELATIONS WITH SOMALIA, 

DRAWING ON THE FOLLOWING TALKING POINTS: 


- OUR AMBASSADOR IN MOGADISCIO MET PRESIDENT SIAD 
UPON HIS RETURN FROM PEKING AND PRESENTED HIM WITH A 
LETTER WHICH, TOGETHER WITH A REPLY FROM SIAD, WOULD 
HAVE THE EFFECT OF REMOVING THE AMBIGUITIES IN OUR 
EARLIER EXCHANGE WITH HIM ON THE SUBJECT OF HIS COMMIT- 
MENT NOT TO USE FORCE AGAINST HIS NEIGHBORS. SUCH A 
COMMITMENT FROM SIAD WOULD OPEN THE WAY TO A LIMITED 
SUPPLY OF U.S. EQUIPMENT TO SOMALIA FOR DEFENSIVE 
PURPOSES. OUR AMBASSADOR ALSO INFORMED SIAD THAT WE WERE 
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PREPARED TO INCREASE OUR INITIAL IMPACT SHIPMENT OF 
DEFENSE ARTICLES FROM DOLS 10 MILLION TO DOLS 15 MILLION

- SIAD INDICATED THAT HE IS PREPARED TO GIVE US THE

AUGURATE A LIMITED DEFENSIVE ARMS PROGRAM. 

- WE HAVE INFORMED SIAD THAT WE ARE NOT IN A POSITION 
TO SUPPLY HIM WITH AIRCRAFT, TANKS OR ARTILLERY. HE WILL 
UNDOUBTEDLY BE APPROACHING OTHER COUNTRIES FOR SUCH ITEMS. 
IT MIGHT THEREFORE BE USEFUL FOR THE FIVE WESTERN 
COUNTRIES WITH REPRESENTATION IN MOGADISCIO WHO MIGHT 

BE APPROACHED BY SIAD TO CONSULT ON ARMS SUPPLIES TO 
SOMALIA, THE EFFECT OF DOING SO ON KENYA, AND THE IMPACT 
IN ETHIOPIA. IF ALLIES AGREE, WE WOULD PROPOSE A MEETING
